A meeting conveued by the Mayor iu 
response to a requisition vraa held atPbil- 
harnionio Hall lust ovenini^ — His Wor 
ship in the Clmir. Mr. J. H. Todil nctud 
(m fcjecrelarj. Mr. Foil, Mr. Duuk, mid 
Mr. J. r. jUiiviei wero .sualetl on tbu pint- 
form. 

Mr. Duck lirat addressed the meeting, 
and (iiovod a resolution for the appoint- 
meut of a committee to ascertain whetiior 
Mr. Elliott intended to retain in his Cabi- 
net iMr. Voriioii, who lia I filal»Hl that lu! 
"vvas "opposed tu the Islaud llailway." 
Mr. J. H. Tudd socoudod and tlio resolu- 
tion was carried . 

Mr. Pbil. Hall moved an nmoudment to 
the eiTect that Messrs. Trimble and El- 
liott, mombora for the city, bo requested 
to re-sign their scats (applause and hisses.) 
Mr. Williaiiisaocondod. 'i'lie auunid uieui 
•was put and no oiio Viin found williug to 
voto for it, and tlio original resolution 
was carriud, and Messrs. "\Y. Wilson, 
Todd and Hayward appointed as the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. J. P. Davios moved the second rs- 
flolutiou \vhieh was as follows: — 

"That in deference to the hope and be- 
lief expressed by Lord Carnarvon tliat ac- 
tual railway construction will bo coui- 
menced by the Dominion Govi-rumeut in 
British Columbia after the lapse of a sin- 
gle fiummer, it is hereby resolved that a 
petition be presented to tho ProTiuciiU 
Lasislaturo prayiug that it may be pleas- 
ed to tiiko such action this si'.sdioa as will 
make clear to tho Duniinion Ciovernmoiit 
that unless acUial construction of the 
Canadian Pucitie Railway bo commeuced 
on or before tho 1st o( Ausiist, 1878, au 
cording to the C.irnarvon Settlement, this 
Proviuco will ask permission from tho 
British Government to dissolve its con- 
nection with the Dominion of Canada." 
(Applause ) 

Mr. Davies went ou to say (hat thogen- 
tleman who had "approiched" Captain 
Evans was Governor Kichards. If wa 
separatsd the Colony would be govornod 
by a Governor and four Clerks, which 
was desii able (apidanio.) 

Mr. Foil s-ecoiKied the resolution in a 
oharncteristic speech, which was listened 
ti> with much inpatiooce auil uproar, 
which Mr. Fell flatly ascribed to tho pro- 
senee of Government agents, and finally 
sat down amid yn-is and cheers. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem bi iug loudly calh-d 
for mudo a long .speech in which ha made 
the most of Mr. Yi-rnoii'M sta'e;ncnt about 
the Island railway and the Goveinor's 
Speech and the aui;;udinpnis thureto; ac- 
cused certain parti>'ii (including TiieCdl- 
oni.«t) of lioiug bought; attacked Jlr. 
Pimbury's resolution which was similar 
to Dr. Ash's rcstdu ioi) ; said Mr. Elliott 
should have asLo 1 .Mr. Vernon t(j ri'sign; 
thought we sh )u Id n(>ver s- o Iho Island 
railroad ; di. I not like separation, but it 
would be better ti> bo aluuo than have a. 
partner we could not trust, and retired 
amid great choei ing. 

The resolution was carried uQanimous- 

Hon. Mr. Iluinpliicys was then oal'o.l 
for aud .'•tated tli:it he had been doi.'oived 
in Air. Elliott, an i thought ho ought to 
be turned out aud Mr. Wulkem put in 
his place. Ho reviewed the whole rail- 
way queslinn and claiaiPd that tiiii jire- 
sent Governtiicnt li.'ul iii.it iicled honestly, 
retiring amidst loud chofiH. 

After a veto of tli^nlv.. to tl)(! Ciiairi:ian 
aud Seoiftary tho i:i et.'n;^' adjourned!. 

A petition embodying tho seutimout of 
the riisolutiou moved by Mr. Davies wja 
circulated at the cU.se of the meeting and 
zeceived many si-natures.

a balance of cl.70 to cover cost of tho 
uianufactnro ot every 2 pouuds of wool. 

Woolen Yarns- - Vm^ is an article of 
growing consuaiption in this Province, 
the prosuut coiisunqition being about 
8,000 pouuds annually. To prodncey,000 
liounils of yarn about 115,000 pounds of 
the raw wool is requii ed, which, at 12% 
cents ))er ijouud, would cost §2,000. 
Wooli n yarns sell at (as a low aver 
age) j~1.50 por pound, or for 8 000 Ihs. 
^112,000. After deducting .^2,000 as cost 
of the raw material llu-ro roiiiaiiis j;10,0l)0 
to ccver tho co.t of niuuiifactiiro, .to., 
aiid ]U'ofit on every Hi. 0.10 jiouurls of 
iiiauufaclurod wool.

The Daily Telegraph aajB: — "Some mis- 
conception exists as to the treatment to 
which the Rev. Mr. Tooth is entitled at 
Horsemouger Lane gaol, in which ho is 
now eonliuud. It has been believed that 
the rev. gentleman would receive the 
same attention to comfort as attended the 
incarceration of Mr. Valootine Baker. 
The difference is that Mr. Baker was 
sentenced as what is technical y known 
iu prison ofUcial parlance us a 'crimiiial' 
who was rolu^L-ted to the cuslody of tlia 
governor, Mr. Koene, by the judge, as 'a 
lirst class uiesdemeaneut;' wlierous Mr. 
looth is committed for coutempt of court 
and prisoners for coulempt — whether thoy 
aro imprisoned by order of the Superior 
(Jourts, of a County Court judge, or of a 
ina-;iTlr,ilo for uou-paymoot of taxes or 
lo.in society debts, for nogleetiiig to send 
children to nehou'l, or for nou payment 
of bustenaneo for illegitimate children — 
ore, according to tho rulei iu force at tho 
.Surroy Court prison, treated in precisely 
tho same manner. This treatment differs 
from that of a ''Urat olass misdemeanant' 
considerably. Tho latter may supply his 
own food, always subject to tho super- 
visions of tlio pri.son authorities to see 
that it is not too luxuiious; ho may furn- 
I'li the room allotted to hiiu and see his 
frieuds daily, but, being a criminal, be is 
denied the luxury of smokiug— an indut- 
geuco freely permitted to prisoners for 
contempt. Mr. Tooth is confined in the 
ilopai tiuent of llio gaol inhabited by such 
jirisouer.s, aud, except so far as the rules 
will allo'.v the governor to mitigate tho 
rejimo by allowiog him the best possible 
ronm to be found thero, is subjected iu 
all respects to the treatment meted out 
to his humbler usiglihours. Mr. Tooth 
cannot provi.le anything for li mself out- 
side the diet set down in the regulations 
for his class unless speeiilly permitted and 
ordered by the docior. Unless a prison 
er choose to iegi.sti;r hini'-elf as not be- 
longing to the Caurch of England, or be 
by illness iucapaciated, ho mu>t attend 
'church.' The service is characterised 
by an entire ub.seuco of ritual. It 
consists of simple morning i)rayer, 
the Psalms beiug read. A warder 
acts as clerk, aud a few hymns are snug, 
generally by the ollicials, with tho vocal 
assistance cf tho religiously disposed of 
the 'contempt' piiaoi.ers. Tbtn they aro 
marched back again to tho iron enclosure, 
where, or iu their rooms, they may pass 
the lime as they best can. Auowsvondor 
comes in, and they may buy tlie morniiij,' 
(lapei s; they may pi ly at 'm irbles,' or 
tliey may smoke and walk about, or re- 
main in tlieir own roouis roAillug or wiit 
inir, there being no limit to tho number 
of le turs lo be receive. 1 or t> be written, 
and the epistles are not submitted to any 
kind of buporvisiou. At this time of the 
year the prisoners niu-t bo \tithin doois 
by livu o'clock, and llion tho heavy iron 
door is locked upon them. Jf tli-'y want 
more exercise they may periimbulatn the 
stoiio corridors, or they m.iy adjourn 
to ail apai tiiiout kuowu as t.'.e "kitchen,' 
and sit round a deal table on wooden 
forms, aud amuse themselves by the 
storii s of their lives. Unce a week tho 
prisoner is supposed to wash out his 
room; but he need not do it, for it is per- 
missible for the 'contempt' prisoners to 
form asocial comuiiinily of their o«n. 
Tho poorest prisoner generally under- 
takes the duties of the 'charwoman,' and 
is allowed a small sum from each of bis 
follows for the trouble. Throe times a 
week only can Mr. Tooth receive a few 
friends, and then ouly within certain 
hours. This is the life he must Icaduuiil 
he purges bis contempt." 

The following address to Mr. Tooth is 
being signed by elergymon of tho Scottish 
Episco]>.il Ctiurch in .-jcotlaiid. — "We, tho 
nndei-oifjned piiests of tlieChurch of Scot-

English Hail. 

A new explosive lias just boon suc- 
cessfully testod nt one of tho principal 
collieries in tlio West lli<ling of York- 
sliiro, which, it is hoped, will render 
blasting in luiiies safo and froo from 
danger of any dcsL'i ipiiou. It i;s term- 
ed ' touilo, orsaloty blasting powder. ' 
It is made of cotton, which is crushed 
to a flour-meal consistency, tboroughly 
puiilied by being subjected to strouof 
ugilutioii by un iiir blast, while it is 
broii^'ht to boiling point by a jut of 
stoauj, a dose of carbonatb 
of ammonia being thrown inio the vat. 
By this means all the unstuhlo iiitru- 
go:j compounds are doslroyed, and tho 
nitric fumes so dilllcult of extraction 
are by tlio aiel of ainmonia reduced to 
their simple elements— nitrogeu and 
water. The "tonito" is made iuto 
cartridges pi-epared with nitrite of 
baryta, which is scarcely soluble in 
\vater, so that when the charge dries 
it does not separate and distort the 
sbaijo of tho cartridge. Tho cartridges 
ro uo more than bright, buruiirg torch- 
es, which may bo hehl iu the hand 
without the least danger of explosion. 
The "tonite" is free from smell, and 
iu strength is equal to dynamite, and 
it aiipears likely to bo exteiisiveiy 
used 111 colierics. 

A remarkable probate s\iit is com- 
ing on in England. It refers to the 
will of the late Mr. Bc-thell Walrond, 
of Dulfoid house, Devon, who died a 
few luoiilUs ago at seventy-four years 
of ago. The property involved is worth 
between £3,000 nti'd £-i,0UU a year 
Mr. Walrond was a most eccentric 
man, who contrived to quarrel with 
nil his surviving relations, and willed 
his proj)crly to a stnuigor. Generally 
a uiisanthrujjo, ho was dovoteil to his 
daughter, who died several years ago 
ut I'loroiice. Ho was also passiouate- 
ly foud of his dogs. One of them died 
in Italy, and for it and hia daughter 
he he had two leadcoffios made, which 
be used to keep under his bed, and 
wbiob be broun^ht to England. At his 
residence, which was secluded from 
all passers by, ho allowed tho grounds 
to swarm with rabbits, and they used 
to have thorun of the house. One pro- 
vision of his will directs £1,000 to be 
spent in purchasing an annuity for his 
friend and dog. Dickey. These area 
fow of the instances of eccentricities 
which will be aiduced in order to sup- 
port the theory that the testator was 
not of sound mind. Mr. Waldrou 
was a Siiuiiish IMaiqiiiH, an ancestor 
of hia having been rewarded with that 
title by the Siianish Goveriiineiit for 
his devotion to the cause of Charles I. 
aud Henrietta Maria. He was at one 
time in the army, and was member of 
Parliament for Sultaeh and Sudbury 
succ(.'ssively from 182G to 1832. He 
married the only daughter of tho 
seeoiid Earl of Kose.lyii. 

Sir E hvard Augustus Thurlow Cunyng 
liame has died at Clunn's Hotel, Covent 
Giriieii. Ho was recently committed for 
trial by a Bow street Ma'^isirate on a 
charge of conspiracy, with two other 
prisoners, lo defraud Mr. Le Hunt Boyle, 
aud svoul'l have taken his trial at the 
next SOS-ion of Iho Central Criminal 
Court. The deceased, who was the sev- 
enth baronet, wis born in IS^W, and suc- 
ce'-ded to the tdl.i in l.SOO. He was form- 
erly a lieulen int ill the '25tb Foot, and 
afterwards captain in thi! 'MuA Foot. The 
baroni tej' devol vuM upon h snacie, Fran- 
cis Tliurlow, who was born iu 1809. De- 
ceased was iu pri-on for boido time before 
he uas release. I on bail, when ho was in 
a serious condition, and Ins death arose 
Iroin acute bronchitis.
